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DIVERSIFY YOUR DOILIES: PART I 5 

Several issues ago, we asked readers to send us their creative uses of doilies and granny squares. 
We were sure their ingenuity could be relied upon. We werent disappointed; many were fairly bursting 
with ideas. 

“Everyone in my family loves making doilies” wrote Mary B. McGee of Granite Falls, North Carolina. 
“We all crochet. With so many doilies packed away in drawers, we decided to create some innovative 
ideas that would put the doilies to good use and bring them out for display. 

“Baskets made of doilies make lovely gifts and displays for tables. The first step is to crochet a long, 
narrow strip for the handle. Stiffen the large, round doilies and mold them over a glass bowl. (Editor’s 
note: Commercial fabric stiffeners are sold in crafts and dry goods stores. Follow manufacturer's direc- 
tions.) The handle needs to be stiffened separately and then tacked to the dried basket, so it can be 
removed later when the containers need washing. The doily baskets can be filled with fruit, silk flowers, 
candy, decorative soaps or homebaked goods. 

“Small doilies can be pinned or lightly tacked to walls and bulletin boards for instant decoration. 
Doilies of all sizes can be glued (use washable glue) or handtacked with matching thread to heavy 
paper, such as posterboard, and framed with plexiglass. Treat heirloom doilies the same way, using 
special backgrounds (velvet is ideal). Display in store-bought frames. 

‘In our home, large doilies serve as table dress-ups. They include placemats, trivets and coffee table 
and dresser runners. Red and green doilies are especially attractive on the Christmas buffet. 

“There are many ways to use doilies in less-than-perfect condition. If the centers are worn or torn, 
cut them out carefully; glue to heavy cardboard and use as picture frames. 

“Parts of doilies make lovely sachets. Simply cut a smaller, round piece of contrasting material to 
keep potpourri from sifting out, and tie with ribbon. 

“Instead of keeping your lovely pins in a jewelry box, make and stuff a pincushion with a doily top. 

“Tiny flowerholders can be made by bringing a doily up from the bottom of pots and adding ribbon. 
This is great for miniature violets. 

“Large, odd-shaped doilies are decorative when mounted on pillows. They can be elegant on a sofa 
or add a homey touch to your bed. 

“Plant hangers are a neat doily project. Just attach sturdy cord to each corner of a doily, set the 
pot inside (use lightweight plants) and suspend from ceiling or window. : 

“No plants? Attach a doily to a wooden hoop or wire ring and hang it in the window. Suspend several 
for an eye-catching mobile. 

“Replace wom or dingy lampshades by tossing a large doily over a shade. Or glue doilies to cloth- 
bound photo albums, keepsake books or journals for a personal touch? 

Mrs. H. C. MacWhinnie of Milton, Florida, sent a photo of a round doily made of pineapple motifs 
that she had sewn between the shoulders of a blazer. ‘I also crocheted a beading band at the sleeve 
edges” she wrote, “so that it looked even more ‘handmade. 

‘I got this idea from my mother, who used tatted medallions on the yoke of her wedding dress. I 
still have these medallions used down the side of a jacket I wear for the rare special occasions when 
a formal gown is required. It, too, is a beautiful, unique way to use small doilies’ 

Leona Leimer of Battle Creek, Nebraska, uses the central motifs from round doilies in back issues 
of Crochet Fantasy® as snowflakes on her Christmas tree. 

Jeanne Vitellaro of Trenton, New Jersey, sent a box full of good ideas. She turns doilies and curtain 
motifs into pincushions and sachets by making two that are identical, stuffing, and then stitching them 
around. She also “upholsters” the tops of clean plastic butter tubs with doilies, and calls the finished 
project a “pincushion box? Her samples, trimmed with ribbons and silk flowers, are very attractive. 

Mrs. Vitellaro turns doilies into placemats by using a larger-sized hook than the directions call for 
and substituting rug yam for cotton. And she makes little girls’ purses by crocheting two identical motifs, 
joining them about two-thirds of the way around, and threading in a crocheted drawstring. These purses 
may be lined with a colorful cotton fabric so “treasures” don't fall through the spaces. 

Marie Balaski of Hendon, Saskatchewan, Canada, makes granny squares into potholders. She wrote, 
“| usually put two to three ply of material for the backing, making them better for hot pots and dishes?” 
She sent a cheery sample made of four tiny granny motifs joined into a larger square and backed with 
red and white gingham. 

And perhaps to show that the more things change, the more they stay the same, Mrs. Evelyn M. 
Clark of Beaver Falls, Pennsylvania, sent a fragment of pillowslip she made in the 1940s, featuring 
the same motif we show in the Pinwheel Tablecloth (#23) in Crochet Fantasy® #21. She had stitched 
around the medallion, then cut away the fabric behind it for an openwork effect. She had also scalloped 
the edges of the slip and added a lovely crocheted border. 

“Crochet patterns never lose their appeal? she wrote. “They always give pleasure and enjoyment to 
the folks who use them, and add charm and beauty to any home? 

We agree completely, Mrs. Clark, and thank everyone who wrote. Part II will appear in the next issue 
of Crochet Fantasy®.
